I can’'t find this stated in your papers
from the 1930's, Terhaps I have overlooked it. "I presume
your starting cultures were from lforgan and were those that
vodge had previously ziven to him in 1928 or before. Chances
are, Eor?an did not know more than the mating types and that

tiey were li. crassa. Ia 1926 they would have been in all
probacllity the origzinel type strains (which originated from
Marrero, Louisiara). Does tinls seem a reasonable conjecture,

and tally with your recollaction of events?
